PORTLAND. 

Honor to the brave men of Portland! They 
haye done a-gallant deed, and done it promptly. 
Napoleon said the rarest courage was tho tro 
o’clock-in-the-morning kind—meaning that cour- 
ogo which is oqual to sudden exigencies. The 
Portland peoplo have that kind. It is dificult 
to imagine circumstances more completely un- 
expected thon thoso which presented them- 
selyes- to these alort Now-Englanders on tho 
morning of Saturdosy. An armed revenue 
vessel had been spirited away during tho 
night, no one knew exactly bow or by 
whom, though doubtless the quick Yankee wit 
of the Portlanders bad guossed thot Rebel 
pirates had o hand in the work. What was 
Portland to dot There was no yeesel of war, 
no nayal-officer even in the harbor, Thero was, 
in fact, nobody who had any logal authority to 
do anything, but there were several hundred 
citizens, sailors and soldiers, stout-hearted and 
determined to do what they could toward stop- 
pings piratical cruise. They took the two roadicst 
steamers, the Chesapeake and Forest City, and 
with only a few light guns, etarted after tho 
pirate, pushed right on in spite of her thirty- 
twe pound shot, compelled the Rebel bucca- 
neers to abandon and destroy hor, and finally 
captured both them and tho vessel in which 
they bad entered the harbor, 

Thore inno naval hero who would not be 
proud to have accomplished this daring fect. 
Every man who bad a share in if earned 
honorable fame, The names of the leaders 
come to us by telegraph. Capt WILLETS 
commanded the Chesapeake; Capt. JonN 
J. Liscosp the Forest City. Capt LeicH- 
Ton, Government Inspeotor, took charge of 
the Cheaspeake’s battery, Col Mason and 
Copt. BeaL commanded the soldiers on board 
the steamers. FREDERICK R. Hanris led the 
citizen volunteers.

I. The bright thought of getting “the negro 
out of politics” by denying his humanity and 
divesting him of all political rights, can neyor 
succeed. The half-way attempt to ‘get tho 
Irish out of politics,” some years since, by re- 
quiring them to romain twenty-one years 
among us before voting, miscarried, though 
very otrongly supported, and the failure of 
this device will prove even more ignominious, 
To ‘get the negro out of politics,” you havo 
only to treat every human being according to 
his essential character, intelligence and moral 
worth, regardless of whatever is extrinsic and 
superficial. There are maoy ignorant, trifling, 
vicious negroes, as there are, unhappily, igno- 
rant ond vicious whites: it is not in tho 
power of lowe or of conatitutions to make 
these the equals of intelligent, virtuous, juat 
and noble persons, whether white or black. 
That man who cecke to found an aristocracy 
on color botrays a distrust of bis own cssen- 
tial qualities. He would much sooner base 
eminence on worth, if he bad aoy worth 
whereon to base it. Treat every man accord- 
ing to his intrinsic merits, and you haye the 
question of "the negro out of politics” sottled 
completely and forever. 

Il. Tha World has no doubt that the mar- 
derers of the negro at the Newburgh Jail were 
mainly if not altogether Demoorats. If not, 
why does the Demooratio press pettifog their 
caso? Why of all the Newburgh elergymon 
was the worthy Roman Catholic priest alone 
summoned by the Democratio authorities to 
aid them in quelling tho riot and preventing 
the murder? Who can name even ons Re- 
publican as having aided or cheered on the 
murderers! 

ILL. Ths World soys there is ‘'no good citi- 
zen of any party who docs not desire to aco” 
the murderers ‘ punished with the utmost rigor 
of the law."

TOMER FRENCM DESIGNS IN MEXICO. 
The nowa of the capture of Pucbla, as was 
to be expected, bas made n sensation in Eu- 
rope. There, os well as here, it had been pro- 
eaded by a report’of a acrious defeat of the 
French, and, only @ few daya before an or- 
gon of tho Progressive party in Spain hod 
claimed to have the most trustworthy informa- 
tion that Gen. Forey had capitulated. Such o 
report following closo upon the defeat of tho 
French Government at the election in all the 
largo cities, must of course have caused it con- 
siderable uneasiness, and we can ensily {imagine 
with what delight the Emperor and his Cobi- 
net recoived tho firat information of the great 
success of Gen, Forey. 

After sufficiently commenting upon the great- 
pess of the French success, his prose bas beon 
naturally lod to speculatiois os to its bosring 
upon the progress of the French invasion. Tho 
Emperor of Franco has gratified the general 
curiosity by publishing at once another myste- 
rious letter to Gen. Forey on tho mission of 
France in Moxico. Like his formor manifes- 
toos, it breathes the most benovolont sentiments 
toward the Mexicans, and ogain assures the 
world that no form of government will be im- 
posed upon the Mexicans against their will. 
The Emperor expeets that Mexiob will soon be 
“regenerated by o Goverament founded upon 
tho national will, the principles of order aud 
progress, ond respect for international law," 
and that then ebe will ‘acknowledge thot it 
is to Franco that sho owes her poace and pros- 
perity.". As the Emperor intends, first of all 
to overthrow 8 Government which has been 
elected by general suffrage, it would be diffi- 
cult to understand what he means ty a ‘Goy- 
ernment founded upon the national will" which 
he proposes to substitute for the Gorernment of 
the people's choice. Many of our European co- 
temporarics regard the coup d’-ctat of '51 av an 
exposition of the Emporor’s viownof 8 \na.

Ono of the semi-official papers of Parls, La 

France, in fect, informs us that 0 civd service 
in evory department is to be immediately or- 
ganized in Mexico, French clerks are going 
out to work the finances, post-offices, custom- 
houses, eleotrio telegraph, and railways. A 
railway is to be made not only fom Vera 
Cruz to the City of Mexico, but from that 
capital to the Pacific Ocean. A ¢ansl from 
the Gulf of Mexico to the Pacific is likewise 
in contemplation. Plans like those the Em- 
peror must undoubtedly have had in view when 
he epoke of the mission of France in behalf of 
the Latin race in America, and there can be 
but little doubt that be bopes by graud ma- 
terial improvements to enlist a powerful party 
in bis favor, and by the bait of material pros- 
perity to make the Mexicans forget the lose of 
their national independence. 
‘We also learn by the last European sdvices 
that the Governments of Auetris, Prussia, 
Italy, Spain, Holland and Belgium, have 
hastened to congratulate the Emperor upon the 
capture of Puebla. Each of those Govern- 
ments, if sufficient inducements bad been hold 
out to it, would have been eager to aid in the 
aesagsination of another political nationslity. 
‘As it is, they cannot but express their joy at 
the defiant violation by France of the Monroe 
doctrine. It would be uselegs to conceal 
from ourselves that our relations wit Europo 
are shaped by considerations of power, not of 
principlos, aud that the monarchies of the Old 
World are nonrly o unit in ardently wishing 
for a thoreugh humiliation of American de- 
mocraoy,

The late act of Congress providing for an 
enrollment and organization of the National 
Militia, so thst they may bo called out ss the 
public exigencies may from time to time de 
mand, was passed in defiance of a most vehe- 
mont and general clamor of the Opposition. 
It wos stigmatized as uneonstitutional, arbi- 
trary, consolidating, &o., &o, Is there one 
Joyal Unionist who now regrets or condemns 
the paesage of that law? | 
Consider that, though we have been more 
than fwo years engaged ina gigantic and doso- 
Inting war, whereby the Republio is rocked to 
its foundations, the Militin of no single ono of| 
the loyal States is so organized ay to be avail- 
able or effective. Practically, wo may cay 
with truth that no considerable Militis force is 
yet in existence, 
This State attempted Inst yenr the enrollment 
of ite Militia, but did not satisfactorily perfeot 
the process. In most of the loyal States, we 
cannot learn that it has even been commenced. 
When the Rebels first rushed into overt hos- 
tilities by the bombardment of Fort Sumter, 
the only States still adhering to the Union 
which had Demooratio Governors, eave those 
on the Pacific, were as follows:

The number onrolled will, we think, coneid- 
erably exceed this; but, when thoroughly weod- 
ed of duplicates, exempte and non-effectives, 
thero will be not less than Two Millions ro- 
maining. 

Now, then, we do not pretend to judge how 
many additional men are needed to put down 
the Rebels, and shall not attempt to indicate 
apy approximate nuniber.

The Polish question continues to claim a 
Jorge share of the attention of the diplomatic 
world. A€atris, after some hesitation, bos 
given ber adbesion to the course which En- 
gland and France have proposed to pursue 
with regard to Russia, and it was announced 
that on the 13th of 
Powers were to be dispatched to St. Peters- 
burg.

in beholf of these provinces of Lithuania and 
Ruthenia, Russia would undoubtedly make the 
utmost efforts to insure in thoi the ascendoncy 
of the Russian raco, 

It is, therefore, hardly to be expected that the 
Poles will conscatto Iny down their arms, If, how- 
ever, they have wtimately to succumb to the 
great numerical superiority of the Russian 
troops—as it is probablo they will—it may be 
aesumed that tho intercession in their behalf of 
all Europe will gradually load, ot least, to the 
recovery of a kind of Nutloual existonce for a 
part of their former Ewpire. 


A SOLDIERS’ COLONY. 

The Rey. Horace James, Superintondent of 
Blacks in the Department of North Carolina, 
has come North in order to obtain assistance 
in establishing a colony of the families of col- 
ored soldiers on Roanoke Islond. Gen, Wild is 
enlisting bis African Brigade from among the 
thoueands of negroes at Beaufort, Newborn end 
other military posts in that Department, bey- 
ing one regiment already full ond another well 
ndvyanced. The removal of these men from 
industrisl pursuits mukes it necessary to pro- 
yide for the women and obildren, the aged and 
infirm, ond so to provide for them that the 
chances of war may not send thom back to 
Slavery, It is also desirable to relieve the 
Government from the necessity of supporting 
them at public expense, and more than all, to 
organize a system ri shall a tho germ of 
somo future reconatruftion of the Southorn 
tocial system on the basis of equal rights and 
just lowa. 

Roanoko Island haa been chosen ns the spot 
on which to begin this work, and is in most 
respects well adapted for scttlement, being 
well wooded, with abundance of good wator 
and productive soil. Beside its natural advan- 
tagea, materials and mochapical facilities for 
the rapid development of a young colovy and 
the speedieat accomplishment of ita objects 
aro urgently needed; and it is these which 
Mr. Jomes bas come to prosuré, Ho has the 
order of Major-Gen. Foster, the Commander 
of the Department, and tho cordial: recom- 
wendation of Gen. Wild to the people of the 
North; whence it will be understood that there 
is no conflict between the mililary and indus- 
trial projecta, but that the present undertaking 
is in aid of the rapid recruitment of soldiers, 
Money, clothing, tools, and implementa of all 
kinds, eeods and general supplics, are wanted, 
and may be gent at once to Mr. Jomes, at 
the roome of the National Frecdman's Relief 
Association, No. 1 Mercer street, It ia desirable 
that contributions should be forwarded im- 
mediately. To scnson is considerably ad- 
yanced, and the work onght to go forward 
without delay. 

We surely need eny nothing at this moment 
in bebalf of a plon tho adoption of which, 
or the like of which, we have frequently 
urged for all tho insurreotionary districts 
within the military control of the Govern- 
ment, It is a marrow policy which con- 
sidera only the immediate necessities of the 
army or the campnigo, but if minor prejudices 
must be conciliated, it is only necessary to re- 
mark that this colony is meant to serve a press- 
ing military necessity; to release the largest 
possible number of able-bodied negroes for mil- 
itary service.

Yon are probably aware that it is hardly possible 
to get soy account of what is going on at Port’ Had- 
on, Our newspapers are prohibited from saying 
snything about it atall. They are not permitted to 
say thet which everybody knows, with the disad- 
vantago that Rebel sympathizers indostriously cir- 
enlato every item they ean get hold of after it ba 
one through their Confederate befgged brane 
Syary half scorn of wounded men broagit here and 
entiied tothe hespital in broad daylight iw subjecuod 
to the operation of Cue Confederaie avithiaedio, and 
it at once becomes 500, 

The Rebols are known to_be deserting from Port 
Houdeon at the rato of from 15 to 20 per day, and yot 
our papers dare not mention tho fact—I anppoan for 
fear thoy should hurt tho feeling of the rascals who 

have taken the oath aud spat it oat again,'” 

A second assault was mude on Port Hodson fast 
Snoday with abont se much the same resnlt as the 
weeanlt on tho 27th ult. The men proved themsclyea 
heroic aud daring beyond all oxpoctation. We a 
tained & considerable loss in killed and wounded, 
and advanced a little olosor up to theonemy's works, 
whore our forces are to-day. 

‘To those who are impationt and dissatisfled be- 
cavge the placo is not taken at once, let me say, that 
{visa very different thiog to take & hasty glance at 
tho map, which ia one smooth level surface, and 
poncil off in a few minutes how tbo troopa should be 
disposed, and how easy it might be taken, .from 
taking the troops on tbe ground—rough and rugged, 
fall of narrow almost impassable ravines, some of 
them 60 deep, a man can ecarcely get out {f ho falls 
inj the level ground thickly atrewn with beavy tim- 
bor, felled in all directions—brosh and stumps to 
thick tbat it is with diffculty you can find a space 
free from obstructions large ‘enough to bury a dead 
soldier. This ts the character of the ground elose up, 
where our troops are, Wurther back, where thess 
obstructions are, fewer is where the Rebels had rifle 
Bite, from which We drove them in the fight of tho 
S7th. 

Now, our plokets are #0 closs up that they cannot 
use their guns on us, for oar mon ean pick them otf 

In the assaalt on Sanday, the Rebels held their 
fire until our troops came Within about 50 or 60 foot, 
when they po deadly fire into ourranks. It 
was here, while quite close, that Gen. Paine was 
wounded’ by o bablet in the leg, just below the knee, 
and fell down ander ebolter of @ small tree, at the 
base of s little knoll or rise in the ground. Here ho 
lay from 6 In the moraing until 7fin the evening, 
our men being shot down one after the other an they 
Front to try and bring bim off. I am told tbat not 
leas than 20 of our brave fellown fell while on their 
errand of mercy. First, two men went with a 
stretcher to bring |him to tho van. Just as they 
reach the wounded mun, a ballet, with deadly aim, 
from o Rebel abarpshooter, lays one of them 6 
corpse at the feet of the Colonel. Another brave 
rusheo up to lend a hand, only to sharo the asme 
fate; and 20 on, antil it seoms hopeles. For a time 
it is relinquished, when it is suggested the wounded 
officer mast need water. At once there ie a mau 
who undertakes the sengerous task. He crawls on 
his face with a canteen of water, almost reaches the 
spot, fe witbin arm's length, and raises himself up 
to pase the canteon to Col. Paine, whon, alaal a 
Rebel bullet passes through hin hoad, killing him in- 
stantly, Ov one occasion, three mon out of four 
with a litter were killed dead. 

This ia indeed horrible enongh; but worse than 
this the cowardly rebela actually abot at and killed 
our helpless and wounded men as they laid on the 
ground. The statement comes tome in so many 
shapes, 1s vouched for by officers as well as wound. 
ed men, that there isnotto my mind a shadow of 
donbt on the subject.

Rear-Admiral Andrew Hull Foote, was born in 
New-Haven, Conn,, September 12, 181 » having 
nearly completed bis fifty-eeventh year at the timo 
of hie death. Ho was the eon of the lato Hon. Sam- 
uel A. Foote, formerly Governor of Connecticat, 
and a Senator in Congress, whore in 1830 he offered 
tho resolution on the Pablio Lands, which gave 
igo to tho celebrated dabato on Nullification betwoon 
Daniel Webster and Rober: ¥, Hayne, Enteriog 
the navy as acting midshipman ot the age of 16, ho 
made his first cruise in. tho echooner Grompus, which 
formed part of the equadron under Commodore Por- 
ter, sont out for the chusticement of the pirates in 
the waters of the West Iodies, His first exporionce 
of naval life initiated bim in severe but successfal 
service; at the ond of the cruise he obtained his 
Warrant as midebipman; epent three years on tho 
Paciflo Btation under Commodore Hall, and return- 
ing to the United States -in 1827, was soon after ap- 
pointed to the command of tho cloop-of- war Hornet, 
of the West Iodia afation. At the expiration of tho 
Voyage he {became passed midshipman; spent tho 
three following years on a crnise in the Pacific, and 
returning home in 1830 received his commission aa 
lieutenant. In 1833 he was flog lientenant of tho Med 
iterranean equadron under Commodore Pattereon, 
and in 1833 ciroumnavigated tho globo with Commo. 
dore Read, aa first lientenant ofthe ship John Adams. 
Daring this voyage he was engaged in an attack on 
the pirates of Sumatra, and rendored important as- 
distance to the missionaries of the American Board 
at Honolula, who had suffered from the ill treatment 
of the French naval commander on that station. 
From 1841 to 1843 he was on daty at the Naval Asy- 
Jom in Philadelphia, where ho succeeded in induc- 
ing many of tho pensioners to give up their apirit 
rations, end take the temperance pledge, Ho was 
one of tho frat to introduce the principle of total 
abstinence from Intoxjestiog drinks in tho nay 
and daring s craise in the Rag-ehip Cumborlundtax 
first entsnant to Capt. Breese, be bot only por 
suaded the crew to abandon the ase of liquor, but 
personally engaged in their roligious instruction, do- 
livering every Sandsy an extemporaneous sermon 
wat hich more than 200 sailors habitually attended. 
Aftor eerving as executive ofllcer at the navy yard 
in Charlestown, Mass, for about three years, in 
1849 he was appointed to tho command of tho brig 
Porry, and ordered to join the equadron under Com- 
modore Gregory on the African coast. For tha noxt 
to and a balf years, be was actively employed in 
the suppression of the slave trade, and in coipora- 
tion with the British squadron, in conformity with 
tho Webster-Ashbarton treaty, effected the captnre 
and condemnation of soveral slaving vessals, com- 
pletely driving the elavo trade from the coast. Tho 
resulta of thie cruise were presented to tho publid in 
an interesting volumo entitled “Africa and the 
Aumorican Flag,” published in Now-York in 1352 

After serving on the Naval Retiring Board, be 
wes appointed in 1856 to the command of the sloop- 
of-war Portemouth, and ordered to procced to the 
China station, He arrived at Canton just provious 
to the commencement of bostilities between the En- 
glish and Chinese, and immediately took measures 
for protecting the property of American citizens. In 
the discbarge of bis duty, bo wos fired upon from 
the Canton forts, and receiving permission from 
Commodore Armstrong, (the commander of the 
squadron, proceeded to vindicate tbe honor of the 
Americon flug, and demanded an apology for the ine 
jury, Upon the refusal of tho Chincas, he com- 
menced an attack upon tho forts, four in number, 
with the Portsmouth, supported by the Levant, aud 
nally landing with force of 280 sailors and ma- 
rines, carried tho largest and strongest works by 
storm. Tho remaiving forta were sucosesivoly at- 
tacked and at Jength ecsptured, with a losato the 
Chinese of 400 men, whilo th casnaltios on the side 
of the attacking party amounted to but Uttlo more 
than 40. The works were massive otructarea of 
granite, with vallo soven feot thick, mounting 176 
guns, and garrisoned by 500 men, But they could 
make only a alight resiatanca to the American 8-inch 
shell-gun of 63 hundred weight, which made 9 
bresch inthe first fort through which tho storming 
party could easily enter and take possession. Tho 
British and French floota in tho Canton River were 
Witneseea of this exploit,/and were loud their praises 
of the spirit aud energy of tho gallant American 
commander. - 

Returning to the United States in June, 1853, 
Commander Foote was appointed exocutivo officer 
of tbe Brooklyn Navy-Yard, and in July, 1861, was 
commissioned as captain. In the following Septom- 
ber, he was appointed to euccecd Communder 
Rodgersas flag officer of the flotilla ftting out against 
the Rebels in the Western waters. Ha dovotea his 
personal attention tothe completion of this work for 
the next few months, and on Fob. 6, 1662, attacked 
and took Fort Henry, without the aid of tho land 
forces under Gon. Grant; cuptured the Rebel bat-| 
teries at Fort Donelzon op the 4th; took possession 
of and occupiod Clerkaville; and foreed the Rebels 
to evacnate their boasted stronghold of Columbus. 
At the atack on Fort Henry, bo was severely 
wounded in the ankle by a fragment of a 61-poand

THE FRENCH INVASION IN MEXICO 

Whou the nea renched us that Puabla, tho 
Qrentost stronghold of the Mexicans, had capi- 
tulated, and that with it the fivest Moxieaa 
army, numbering about one-bulf of all the 
svailablo forcos of tho couutry, bad surren- 
dered, it was oasy to foreseo that the French 
would soon be in possession of the capital, and 
sufliciently poworful to organize a provisional 
governmont, It ia true, the first accounts 
from the City of Moxico annouscod that an- 
other desperate aitempt would be made to 
suse the capital from falling into the hande of 
the French, and that troops wore rapidly 
concontrated to this end, The Govornwent, 
however, it now appears, soon cbandined this 
plan, ond on May 31, just two weeks aftor 
tho surrender of Puebla, evacuated tho City 
of Moxico and moved to San Luis de Potosi, 
tho capital of the State of the same namo, 
Tho army which garrisoned the capital, and 
which waa eatimated at about 20,000 mon, bas 
beon withdrawn to points round tho city, for 
the purpose of carrying on guerrilla war, On 
the 5th of Jone, a French division under Gen. 
Bazaiue, occupied the main entrance to the 
city, and on the 6th of June the wholo Fronch 
arty was to enter it 

Of still greater importance then the occupa. 
tion of tbe capital of Mexico, isthe rally of a 
large native party in favor of the Freuch pro- 
tectorate. Hitherto it had been doubtful to 
what extent the Church party would be willing 
to asrvointe with the French for the overthrow 
of the lawful government, Somo of the loading 
men, a tho es-Dictator Sovta Anne, and 
General Zulooga, were reported to sympathize 
waruily with tho war sgainst tho invaders. All 
tho Bishops, on the contrary, many of whom 
had been exiled from the country by Prosident 
Juarez, wore supposed to ueo thelr entire in- 
fluenca for the overthrow of tbe Government. 
Immediately after the evacuation of tho city of 
Moxico by Juarez, tho principal leaders of the 
Church party hold a meeting, in which thoy 
resolved to offer thoir sllegience to the Em- 
peror Napoleon, No leas than three newapapers 
were at onco started, to support the policy of 
the French, and one of there papers even de 
manded the entire extirpation of the demo- 
cratic element, and the absndonmont of the 
principle of popular sovereignty. If, as is 
probable, the whole Church party should ad- 
ere to these resolutions, it will of course bo- 
come impossible for President Juarez to con- 
tinue even a guerrilla war for any consideratlo 
length of time, and we must look for a speedy 
occupation by the French of the whole country.

Tho com- 
mencement of interior improvemonta ix shortly 
expected. As the majority of the Church 
party intensely hate democratic inatitutions, 
and os Louis Napoleon is compelled to lean on 
them for support, it is cortain thot the present 
Constitution of Mexico will be greatly changed.

A Wasbington paper poblisbed an extra on 
Thuraday se follows: “A goutleciun arrived bere 
this morning who left Hagerstown at 6 o'clock 
yesterday (Wedneeduy) moruing, He saw 
Ewell’s forces, composing the left wing of Leo's 
army, pass through tbut place.

The fogacioas tolegrapher at MeConnellsburg 
stopped at a tavern 14 miles from that oud- 
denly famous village and told as that “The 
Rebels in forca entered McConnellabarg Iss 
pight at Bo'olock. Tho telegraph operator, ufter a 
perilous jouruoy through the mountains, rescbed 
this place and established an office, ‘The Rebel 
advance was mot by the 12th Penneylvyania 
Cavalry, and a brisk akirmiabing ensued. 
‘The 12th was Gually compelled to retreut before the 
superior nanbere, with a loss of three wounded.

The cnorgica that slept in the sluggish, dull 
cudot—in tho uninteresting, morose professor—tho 
quernlous, tedious hypochondrinc—tho formal and 
severe elder—tho odd and awkward man—not wulk- 
ing, “only getting along,” and talking to bimself— 
yoke with o bound of joyat the call of the trum- 
pols, at tho waving of the bunners, once more to

any the less ready, if the trampet were tho trumpet 
of the Spirit, aud the banner tho bannor of tho Lord.

and Ball Ran the Second, at Frederickeburg and 
Chancellorsville. Of this musonlur Chriativn bia, 
admuring foos competed in phrascologies of generoun 
praico, “‘ forgettin, his fatal error to appiand the 
reataess of hia soul.!’ ‘Thoy reconnted with geniul 
iteration the eeparato virtnes of the man—his cour- 
go, hia pationce, bis sincerity, bla dovotion, his ain- 
Toness of purpose, bis eelf-abnegation, his jut obo- 
dienco, nd his faith in God; of the Christian, the 
simplicity of hia every word and act, bis purfect 
trothfa)oesa, his mildnessaud his morey, bis religious 
enthusiasm, bis continaal prayerfulness, his almost 
supérstitions observance of tho Sabbath, his iron 
rale of duty. nud ‘first, Inst and all the timo,” hia 
faith in Gud; of the soldier, his Intrepidity, bis mod- 
coty, bis magnanimity, bis fury in the Oght 
und ‘bis generosity in victury, hia atable beario, 
in roverse, bia tenderness toward bia own wounde 
aod the wounded of the enemy—how he shared the 
rivations of his men, setting thom oxamples of on- 
juraneo and devotion, his calwnees “among tho 
sbriokiog shells and tho death-lighte of the baitle,” 
the abeolate fearlesances of bis demeanor, aa of one 
who {know what hia wen hoped, that the Almighty 
would not sound bis recall until hia work was done; 
of the General—bis celerity, bis ubiqaity, his mo- 
mentum, hia foreed marches, his “ thandering in the 
rear,” his indomitable will, the magic of kis per- 
sooal influenes, and “ how bis cuuse did hang upon 
Hakeart't War bao’ boon’ told (atill by fie cass 
mies) of bia splendid originality, bis military genius, 
as bold as it was modest, “ Every time we baa

and therein his fighting soubriquot wus traced buck, 
not to tho atone bridge st Bull Run, nor to tho 
“there siauds Jackson like a stone wall” of Gen. 
Bee, or to the stone fences of Winchester High 
but to Jackson's original '' Stonewall Brigade," eo 
called because privcipally recruited in o stone- 
wall oountry<the valley counties of Jeffor- 


son, Clarke, Frederick, Page und Warren; 
and tho writer) showed that the brigade bed 
borne this name before the first battle of 


Bull Ran, and of course before tho aduir of Win} 
chester Hights, and that the brigade hed lent its 
ame to ite stout leador, not derived it,from him, 
Siuce hia death this sketch has been reproduced in 
imany papel, but tho light it threw on the “ Btone~ 
wali” queation ban been overywhere ignored; never 
thelees, Stonewall Jackson, iu his lost hours, was

It 
wus one of theo valley friends, of hin who miscar- 
ried 60 absurdly inan atismpt to enjale bum ont of 
bia imperturbable reliconta, “Tho gentlewun, at 
yhoso house Jackson bad, been induced to make 
brief visit in passing, veus eazerly carious to learn 
what the next movement of the ubiquitous Rebel 
wold bo; so ho bealilly claimed his confidence on 
the score of sacient friendehip.

Tho love and admiration ho at all times evinced 
for Leo reseubled the devotion with which Turner 
Ashby bad followed Aim. Replying to the remarks 
of a friend about bis own pecaliar military ideas 
and bubits, and his proneness ‘to do his marching 
snd fighting bus own way," bo eaid ‘Wo are blessed 
with at losst one General whom I would cheerful! 
follow blindfold, who:o moat dubious strategy +f 
would execute withont question or hotitatiun, and 
that Genoral is Robert E Lee.” Tho anecdote is 
authentic. But Juckton bad the eagacity to par- 
coiva very carly that his militury goulas was eatun- 
tially local and partisan—that it Wes as an execative 
ofllcer exslanively that be was remarkable—and that 
kaleidoscopic conceptions and subtile combinations 
ase loft to the Lees and Johnstons of the Rebel 

When the qnostion of Secession, 
“Armed Neatrality” went before the people of 
Virginia, Stonewall Jackgon voted the Union ticket} 
bat whea the State weut out be wont with ber, 
From first to lost he hud no patienos (if auch a 
Phruso can be true of such a man) with tho intem- 
perate oxprossions of bitter cectional hate thus con 
tinuully aifronted bis ear; ond be was blunt in his 
admouktion to tho women of Winchester—wbea he 
again left tho chockored fortunes of that town to our 
advancing troops—''not to forget themselves.” 
“My obild,” be would say to some immoderate 
Rebel in crinolino, “ you and { bavo no right to oar 
bates; personal runcor is the lowest expression of 
patriotism aud a sin beside. We must leuvo theso 
things to God.’” 

Immediatory on the hoels of the battle of Antic- 
tam, oud almost withia gau-shot of McClellan's 
100,000 men, Stonewall Jackuon, with  forco not 
exccoding 7,000, destroyed thirty miles of Balumore 
und Obio Ruilroad truck, from goven miles west of 
Harper's Ferry to the North Mountain, He actually 
obliterated tbe road, so that, when the roud-masters 
with thelr gange went to. work to restore i, it was 
only by the obarred and twisted dobris that the 
track could be traced. Lyery tio was burned, every 
rail bett—nothing remained to bo done bat to cart 
off the bare ballast. Tho General took off his coat, 
and, with 9 crors-tio for a fuloram and a rail for a 
lever, helped to demolish the ‘ permanent way '"; 
and with bis owa hands be areisted in bending the 
hoated rails around the tranké of trees. 

All thia while McClellan, with his epléndid army, 
Isy ulloronnd bim, and might, with bute small 
show of energy, and leas of etrategy, bavo bronght 
tho guna that were yet warm frow Antietam to bear 
on the elouched hat of tho renowned Iebel as ho 
was in the uet of prying out bis Grstrail; nor was 
Tnokson st avy tine more thun fifteea miles off frow 
onr little Napoleon. 

When we retleat thet Gan. McClellan had been o 
practical railroad man, that the dust of tho track 
was yet on bia boots, and that of all our gonerals be 
should have bad the most lively appreciation of the 
Vital tmportance of such e great military thorough 
fare us the Baltimore aud Olio Rond to the plansiof 
the Government, and to tho operations of his own 
army; When we recollect with what force and im- 

tunity be had arged these considerations upon the 
War Department, we can only wonder why ho loft 
Jackson to the nudistarbed cnjoyment of ‘hin rail- 
rond exercises, Was it Jaok of energy morel

Tho overcast sky is favorable to the ride we pro- 
pote to-day. We have laid out the programme of a 
Jong jaunt, and vill, as the Genoral observes whero 
military oxperience euggersis the apt comparison, 
make 6 field day of it, 

We have an ourlicr breakfast than neual, and be- 
tweon eight and nine are mounted for the road. 
Onr train as we pass ouf of the old temple gateway 
is noticeable. First go dashing down the etreet, 
with mapy a whoop and shout, our trrenty or moro 
bettos, clad in blue upper garmenta, natural troweers, 
and fresh white cocks, eported for the occasion. My 
own botto, who isa Veteran in the horse servico, 
and looks upon all the rest os more tyroa in the 
equind art, clings, despite the warm weather, to bis 
full cuit of dark blao cotton stuff, conscious of the 


patriotio crest which he weara between his ahoul- 
dera, to wit, the flold of our national banner with u 
eolitary star barnivg one and inilivisible in the 


center, Ayray they go, spritying dowa the road

with elastlo atop, langbing and talking londly, and 
ahonting to all strengors to clear tho way; then 
follow four Yakoning, and behind these ride our 
Baty of five, while twenty-four more mounted 

‘akanina bring ap tho rear. 

Tn numbers we muke a respectable cavalry equad, 
snd everybouy comes to the windows to staro at us 
us we clatter throagh the atrects of the city. We 
wera aéight to be econ, ot least no thought the 
young good looking Yakunin who headed oar troop, 
and who poraisted nt a doubtfal street corner in 
tuking whut all the bottos ahonted the wrong road. 
Toe gey trooper, however, persisted in baying bia 
way, snd we soon discovered wherofore, as wo 
puseed a sous little cottage in the midst of a garden, 
Where an old dame with her two pretty dangbters 
stood in the opening of the hedge, the damsels with 
tie bloom of the morning on their checks, nnd ex 
changed recognition with tho young Yokanin as 
we slowly troticd by. It ware pardonable vanity 
that he wisbed to ingles, bia treop, a8 many a field 
officer in the honorable militia, ou a muster day, has 
Gone before, Bat Lauspect the gay rogue mnot have 
sent word 1n advance, or how ebonld the matron and 
couisly daughtess have happened to be thia morning, 
Grail tbo June mornings of the year, in their gule- 
way just at the ght moment. Wo did not begradge 
the half mule of extra road which it cost thirly per- 
sons, statistically spoakiog, & grand total lors of 15 
miles, or i we did our chagrin was lost in the sight 

foro as. 
bev ure approaching again tho citadel wells, which 
hayeo parallel direction with the strect ap whioh 
we are riding. On the ono bend are the long rowe 
of great eabstantial baildinge occupied by the fol- 
Towera of some Daimio, On the other band batwosn 
tho etreet and the citadel walla thoro ia firat a brond 


reach of green turf, thon tho moat balf bidden under 
its voll of lotue leaves; beyond thie another long 
slope of well trimmed turf ap to the foot of the 


walls. Wo keop on up tho road till we ure oppo- 
tite one of tho etrong gateways of the citadel we turn, 
gallop aeross the strong bridgo of tho moat, ovor the 
Gaussway, paat tho dreary sentinels at tha putos, 
and tbrongh tho ponderous open doors. Tire gate- 
way, with ite approachos over the greonaward and 
the mont, is ono of the most picturesque sights of 
the city.’ We ride within, and on every side nro 
the massive walls; a sharp tro to the rigit leeds to 
a eecond gate, uo loss formidablo than the first, and 
not more than fifty fect from it, Again through 
this, aod we are witbin the citadel’s auiple inclosure 
‘And here in tho yory canter of the great city, within 
tho citadel walls, wo rido slong & stream, whose 
Dunks for a considerable distance are kept ip groon- 
award, and overbung with trees, as though tbe litzle 
stream bad brought somo of ig country life among 
the bills and meadows down into the great town. 
There was a pretty moral in this that needed 
none but the brook’s own ullerance. — Crossing 
this otream is tho stone aqueduct which brings water 
several miles from the country for the supply of the 
citadel and a large portion of Yedo beside. We ride 
across the city till we reach the So-me-9 suburbs 
noted for their extensive gardeng and noreerivs 
which take up both eldes of the street for the die- 


tance of a mile. Indeed no small portion of the 
porth-weetorn suburbs, an we learned by this and 
subsequent rides, is devotod to growing treca and 
planta both native and exotioforcale. Thess gardens 
fie wholly unlike tha Chinese gardens, such as the 
the Fati or Pantioqua gardena ot Canton; thero is 
tile show of that barbarons taste whicb delights 60 
muoh in were groteaqaeneze of shapo. ‘Tho Japanese 
gardenor, though he may be fond of training bis tree 
to resemble a boat, a honea, or en elephaut, is fondor 
still of imitating objects of moro grace of shape aud 
more in harmony with plant life. In the So-me-o 
gardena little 1 to be seon of the fantastic; bat a 
grea deal of ekillfal cultivation, nnd s variety and 
vigor of growth dolightfal to witness. A consid- 
erable proportion of the trees and plants are of 
foreign birth, thongh the trno and proper pride of 
the Japanese’ gardener, worthy imitation by our 
Amorican gardeners, appenra to be to make thé moat 
and best of what ia bative to his conntry, co that by 
far the most interesting portions of all these gardens 
were the indigenous growths, Even the common 
thistle, as Laaw for myself in the So-me-e gardens, 
Wus not neglected if como variety of blossom, eome 
now form of leaf or petal, was attainable. Hybrid- 
Szation, and the prodnction of varieties, or ‘ sports,” 
is tho Japaneso gardenor’s joy; there is nothing 
froma a blade of grass to an onk that bo does not 
mpnago to produce, striped, blotched or mottled in 
tho most curions manner. ‘Tho general caltiyation 
in these gardeng is aimilar to that in our nurseries; 
tho young troes growing In thick sot rowa, the more 
delicate of the troos, ehrnbs or plants in pots. Every 
variety of garden work waa in progreze—foroing, 
training, grofting, badding, &o.—ns we should sse 
ftat home. The Japaveso have no greon-houses of 
glazs; their Winter conservatories ara simple—a 
straw thatched sbed, open to the sun not dby and 
olosed Wh mats at night, and destitute of any boat- 
ing appofatas, carries their tonder tres safely 
through yho eliort Winter, ‘Shanks, to the generally 
cloudlor ely of that san ‘To forcing heat is 
the mancre’ pit, or mora commonly rico raw 
chopped down with plenty of water, covered up 
and loft to ferment. 

Frow the gardens of So-me-o we frodo to the Snm- 
mer-houses of Oxes, and once more drew rein before 
tho doors where I had been eo hospitably wolcomed 
ayenrund a balf ago. Bat Qcoo was cbanged, 
there was no cordiality in the forced words of wel- 
come that met us at the threshold; nove of tho ready 
attention rondered doubly pleasing by the smile 
and grace with which bestowed, and which was 
our former experionce, An officot had ridden in ad- 
‘vance of us to ennonnce onr coming, and when Wwe 
came all was as cold, formal, and undemonstrative 
ashe could wish and ag be donbtlesa prearranged it 
should be. Nay, it bas now become almost, if not 
quite, impossible any more to witness the old hoapi- 
tality of the Japaneao ions anywhere within the reach 
of foroign visitation; if ono does not mest right down 
churlishness be may well be content, Ogee Stolf 
wwas tho eame, ite swift flowing stroam, the charming 
Sammer rotreats upon its bunke, the thick eopss b 
Zond, even more beantifal, in its full June glory 

at nataral projudico or official interference or othic 
ennso had blotted ont for ever the apirit of tne eoane. 
Foreigners themaclvea wore to be blamed for this, 
said one, their rado bebavior baying constrained o 
cautious civility on the the part of the Jupanero, a 
atatetnent not Twithout reason, as my own obsorva- 
ton has taught, 

We were ecated once moro Inthe little octagonal 
Kdorque by the stream, aud tea was bronght by the 
stout landlord instead’ of the comely, tidy, sorving- 
girle, whose office it wan to perform,’ Wo suggested 
Xo oar obseqaious host that he wae too old and dig: 
nified to walt upon his guests, and tbat bo should 
send bis waiters. Ho bowed, smiled, bowed again, 
briely replying, ‘Jt is forbidden.” “When oar din 
nor of fish, ricd aod egga waa bronzht, we aguin 
urged the necessity of more and bolter attondunes. 
He only vowed the lower, nud smiled yet wore 
blandly, saying, “It fo imporeiblo."” I remembered 
onr pledcant picenio at Ogee eichtesn mouths before 
with the officers of tha Uuited States steamor Hnrt- 
ford, and Low our weal was sulivenod by the gay 
damecls whore emiles and lizbt, bumor wo 
than balf the feast, ua, after the fashign of th 


ond, 
thoy vtrove to divert their guests: the contrast now 


waa dispiriting, Not oven the high position or (ho 
dignified demeanor of the worthy General conld 
coax the inflexible 1nnkeoper to any farther ameni- 
ties, It wae olour we were not to be trusted among 
female charms, aud eo it was with no regret that 
we paid even nu extravagant bill of $7, and shook 
off the dust of our foot against beuatiful but inhow 
pitable Ogea. 

While our horaca were yot resting wa walled to 

the Fox Templo, which bas a local repntation but 
which our visit did not jastify. It is called “Fox 
Templo" becauso a ewall ‘abrine is built over'a fox 
hole, with an openiug left, two or three fect above 
the foundation, for the ingrors and egresa of the 
tacred apimal, and where, from the traces of ro- 
peated footsteps, it traly appeared us if it was often 
visited by some anlmal—from tho marke, aot of the 
canning fox, I am euro, but some marauding pues or 
amatery tom in nocturnal rambles for plunder or 
pleasure, 
‘The famous templo of ‘Asakusa Quanon” was to 
be Visited on our way homewerd, but, inatend of 
going directly thither, we took ‘a detour by o 
pleavant couutry path through the rice fields and 
vegetable gardens, aud so ekirting tho city’s hem, 
avoided ita sonoying crowds, Not that tho Yedo 
people wero cepecially troublesome, on tho contrary, 
1 bad occasion everywhere to remark their ciyil- 
ity; there was in this a change for tho botter 
ninco my previous visita, and I rarely beard tho 
epltuel, eo common thou, of fajin baka—"' foreign 
fool,” 

Quanon’s crowd of devotoex was as great’ as evor, 
and our escort hud to make way for us through the 
throng of pilgrims. Tho busy trafllekera who ke 
the little stalls that on elther hand extend from the 
geteway 100 yards to th templu steps, were reaping 
‘8 barvest of tempos by the sala of sittle memorials to 
the pilgrims of their Visit to tbis famous airing. Tho 
Span of escred while horses was coming down thy 
tomple uteps aa we Remit togoup. hese horses 
are pure white, acd from their stalls hard by ara 
daily led up tho flight of stone eteps to the doorway 


of the inner ebrine, aa pn ect of worehip. Muny @ 


dish of pious provender and sanctified bean cake do 
they receive from propitiating pilgrims. Thetr stalls 
aro closo by the main entranco, where they pass 
their sacred. lives in pampered ease, wilh alwuya 
their glittering harness on, not a whit more Iszy, 
aleok, or arelcas than the ehayen-headed, white-robed 
monks whom they eo much resemble. 

Wo pussed into the tomple and among its crowd of 
cagor Worshippers; not an augry word or look dtu 
we got for onr futrasion among the devotees, vor 
was there any lull in the shower of iron cash thot 
poured over onr heads into the alms box before tho 
ultary Wo passed ont again at » side door, avd bere, 
as in somo otber lands, it being ooly a stop from the 
cbarch to the thenter, wo entered the latter just ca 
the prompter waa ringing up the curtain for a no 
act. ‘The-eall bell in Japan te two billets of wood 
atrack together, and the curtain is raised by being 
lowered ont of sight! The porformunce was after 
tho Ravel stylo; s series of acrobetio pertormavces 
binged on tho thin thread of a play. ‘Tbe theator 
tras eroded; pit and gallery ware fall ot well | 
ing, woll dressed people. ‘Toward who clozo of t 
act's trap door opoued in the ceiling nearly over oor 
heuds, and a man clothed in a robe with o tong tnil 
tw it, and a face made hideous to the last dograe by 
paint, was lowered down and snspeoded over tlio 
Sudienca by a book in tho back of his dress. Hoe 
Tepressated tho Evil One, and as ho swayed back- 
ward and forward ovor the audience, as ix 1 par 
cuit of his yiclim, grinning hideously the while, I 
thought from his proximity he might seize and earry 
off our worthy diplowatic reoreeentativo, but sxro« 
ing down, be clatobed with bis bands a well dre 
native who est in the next row, onjoying th 
with bis grown-up daughter und three or four y 
ehildreo,  Clutching his victim finaly by tho bi 
his robo, he lifted bim out of his ssat, and they were 
both lified together, by the visiblo machine 
ropes, up through tho ceiling, tho victim kic 
plonging und crying ont like u lostone. Brom tho 
Unsurprived look of tho young Judy and the children 
it was evident thoy were in the play, and bad doubt~

FROM JAPAN. 

Av English Squadron in Yedo Bny—Ee- 
drese Domended for Late Otenses—Ulti- 
mntum to tho Jnpancso Government— 
ECwenty Days Given for un Auswer—

Kanacawa, April 14, 1863. 

‘Tho all-ongrossing topic for a fow days past bis 
beon the demand of tho English Government on tbo 
‘Tycoon for reparation for the marder of tho English 
sentries at the Legation in Yedo in June lust, and 
for tho attack on a varty of Enylicumen on tho 
Tokaido in Septembor last, when Mr. Richardson 
was killed and two others soverely wounded. 

Three weeks emoe Roar-Admiral Kaper, Com- 
manding-in-Chief all ber Muiesty's naval forces in 
the China Scag, arrived at Yolobama in the Eurya- 
lus, eacorted by three other war steamers. Since 
that timo there haye beeu accessions to the equad- 
ron, till now there lie in our harbor oleven men-of- 
war, sevorsl of which ars large end poworful ateam- 
em, Bayeril othon ue duily expected, as Admiral 
Koper bos ordered 21 the available force on the 
east Asiatic cost 2 follow bum hither. 

On the Gth inst a formal domand was mado at 
Yedo on the Minisers for Foreign Affuira in the 
Tyeooue Court for'fall and ample redress for past 
outrages. All thi hee bepu made kvown to tL 
public of the natar® of thee’ demande is contained 
ina letter addreesed by Col, St John Neale, & 
English Chargé d'Affaires, to the English Consul, 
requesting him to commanicato to the british reei- 
depts the grave position of affairs, This letter, to- 
gother with the one addressed by the English Cousul 
to the residente under his charge, I incloso:
